Law enforcement officers from five different departments 
kept their ey*s skyward early this morning as they watched 
an unidentified flying object that appeared in the area. 

The Williams county sheriff's department was notified of 
the object’s presence’ at 4:26 this morning when officers of 
the Indiana State Police told them they had spotted the 
object In their state and were following it along Route 20 
when it appeared to cross the state line. 

Paul Sniviey, night desk man at the sheriff’s department, 
notified both the Montpelier and West Unity police depart- 
ments and they continued tha watch. Both Remi Vanhaer- 
ents of Montpelier and George Robinson of West Unity re- 
ported seeing the object. 

Both officers stated the object gave off a bright light and 
appeared to be about the size of a basketball. They stated 
it hovered overhead for between 25 minutes and three-quarters 
of an hour and then moved in a southeasterly direction, 

Robinson stated he notified his wife of the object and 
she reported seeing it as tate as 7:90 this morning and it 
didn’t disappear until daylight. 

According to the county sheriff’s radio log, officers of the 
Fulton county sheriff's: department and in Defiance county 
also reported the sighting. The Defiance officers stated that 
the object appeared to be hovering over Kingsbury Park in 
that city. ,
